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* Timber volumes and growth remain at record levels and continue to
increase, offering opportunities for expanded mill production, growth
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in job numbers and improved landowner financial returns.

* South Carolina exported $1.25 billion in forest products in 2019, a
decrease of 11.3% over the previous year. Exports from the top three industries — paper & paperboard, woodpulp and solid
wood products — represented 49%, 35% and 9% of the total reported for 2019, respectively.

* Based on 2018 data, forestry contributes more than $21 billion annually to South Carolina’s economy and represents one of the
state’s leading manufacturing sectors in terms of jobs (98,306) and labor income ($4.96 billion).
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
